1. On 10 November 1954 Hollington TONG learned that Japan Foreign Minister 
C9CAEAKI Katsuo cabled the Japanese Ambassador in Taipei that OKAZAKI'S visit to 
Tai?aan was cancelled and that OKAZAKI was returning to Tokyo for "pressing 
btJiness." The Japanese Ambassador in Taipei told the Chinese Nationalist 
Foreign Ministry, which cabled TONG. Upon learning of the cancellation, TONG 

searched for acting Premier OGATA Taketora. TONG found OGATA in the country

at 'll p.m. and pleaded for a half hour for OGATA to cable OKAZAKI. TCM^G told 

OGATA that he had learned of OKAZAKI'S change in plans from United States sources 
in Taiwan, and that the United States was concerned. TONG also told OGATA

that if OKAZAKI did not go to Taipei, the press wo\^.d interpret it as a slap 
at free China and the United States. 

2. OGATA finally agreed with TC»IG and sent a cable at 11:30 p.m. on 10 Nov to 
Hong Kong advising OKAZAKI to go to Taipei and that there was no Important
